ared that he supports MAO Tse-tung. It further reported 
thet he has begun to organize the Chinese in Jakarta into an organization 
known as Servants of Socisty and plans to open a branch in Bandung. There 
is a similar group in Surabaya. During the war LIEM served as a radio 
commentator for the Japanese Barisan Propaganda. On 1 October 1945 he 


became a member of the Republican Komite Nasional Indonesia Pusat (KNIP). 
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
